Tryster, which won the Jamaica Yoiitliful Stakes on June 19, and liy so doing still retains liis un- 
beaten certitieate, is a brown by Peter Pan— Tryst, by St. Amant. In all. Tryster has Uen sent to tlie 
iwst four times, leading off on May 27 at Belmont Park by an easy win of a purs 4 - race from llildiir, 
Toucli Me Not and seven otliers. Mr. Whitney’s brown next won tlie Juvenile Stakes at Belmont Park 
easily, but in his next race was liard iircssed, wlien cojiceding a matter of sixteen |M>unds, to witlistand 
the attentions of tlie beginner Kirklevington, and tliis makes out Kirklevingtou also to lie a colt liaving 
some iiretensions to good class, for tlie amoiint of weiglit he was in receipt of was offset by liis own 
iuexiK'rienee in racing. 

Peter Pan, sire of Tryster, it would siH'in, is in for a real giaul season, for, in addition \o Tryster, 
he also lias Prudery running for liim. I’eter Pan, a ratlier gross liorse, thougli a really well-bred one. 
must necessarily la; well suited by mares wliicli carry the bhxal of St. Simon, Hanover and Meddler, and 
it is from tliese tine steel frame feminine mares tliat Peter Pan is now la-getting ids la'st. 

The six-year-old Tr.vst. so far as I am able to discover, never faced tlie starter, and is a daughter 
of tlie Derby winner St. Amunt, from tJreenvale. winner as a two-year-old of the Matron Stakes and two 
other races, and is a daiigliter of Hamburg, by Hanover, and this of itself a matter of no small moment. 
The blood of Hanover, it si-ems, bears the same rcdatioii to bloialstock breeding in this country us did tliat 
of Macaroni to England. Moreover, the Macaroni line is practically extinct in England, as uhso, if some 
effort of conservation Ih‘ not quickly made, will la? the Hanover line in this country. Tliat sucli a state 
of affairs should be iKTmitted to exist is almost past com prehension, in the face of the la-rforinances this 
year of sucli as the Kentucky IK-rby and Suburban winner Paul Junes, Exterminator, Prudery and 
Tryster. Verily, tlie Hanover iiitiuence is for good, and giaal alone. 

Mineola, ancestress of Tryster. is a daughter of that really good briaal mare sire Mialdler, and is 
the dam of the Saratoga Cup and latwrence Realization winner Juliren, and truces to that fast mare 
Helter Skelter, b.v Pell Mell. son of Young Melbourne. 

The more I study the breeding of thoroughbred horses the more do I become convinced that success 
in this line of endeavor is not a mere mutter of chance, but rather the coupling up of certain s|H’cial 
strains of blood, and also the paying of attention to the make-up and individual characteristics of sire 
iiiid dam. Sires of the size and bulk of Peter Pan, no mutter the style of their breeding, must iiave 
wiri‘ and wbi|n-urd in their mates, such us is to be fouiiil in the St. Simuus, Hawovers and Meddlers. 
Besides tliiz.— of ^nr«e.'tlie blending of the blood of Herod, Mutchera and Eclipse tends to bring about 
results, or liow comes it that Peter Pan is found scoring such good success of mares in whose veins 
flow the blood of Hanover, St. Simon and Meddler? .Mso the old-time maxim of ‘'return the best bhaid 
ill Hie dam to the best bliHid in the dam of tlie sire” must not be forgotten. In Trystcr’s case the Her- 
mit of Nellie is returned to the Hermit of Cinderella, and remeniliering always that in breeding to a 
mare you breed to the blood and not to individual racing excellence.

N. Y., July 12.— The Astoria 
Stakes, carrying a net value of $3.82.'i and a plate 
valued at $ 2 .'i 0 , was the feature of a well-balanced 
program at Aqueduct toda.v. W. J. Salmon’s 
siqierli.v fill.v Careful was the appropriate choice, 
iM-ing opiMised by a small but select band of fillies. 
The ra<-e resulted in another distinct surprise when 
H. P. Wliitney’s filly Crocus oiitpai-ixl the favorite 
from the start to win easily b.v two lengths. Care- 
ful. with the crushing impost of 127 pounds, 
struggled ganiel.v to overhaul the leader, but never 
seriousl,v manaced her. Prodig.v was an eas.v third. 

The Astoria has Ix-en a popular feature of Aque- 
duct racing since 1992, when it was established 
as the Astoria Dinner Stakes, the owner of the 
w'inner Ixdiig culled on to act as host at a dinner 
to the owners of tlie other starters. Tills condition 
still bolds giMid. The interesting history of the 
Astoria since 1999 is as follows:

Mad Hatter made up much ground from a 
slow tiegiiiniiig which probably cost him the race, 
laid.v Gertrude also finished fast, easily outstaying 
Cromwell for the sliort end of the purse.

NOMINATIONS TO SARATOGA SPECIAL 



Rereals Strength of Two-Tear-Old Division of 
Strongest American Stables, 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y.. July 12— The 
strength of tlat two-year-old divisions of the 
slmngest .\meriean raring stables is. disclosed by 
the nominations just made by tweiit.v-four east- 
ern and western horsemen in the Saratoga Special. 
It is not beyond the limits of probability that the 
107 youngsters nominated for tin* Special will prove 
to be the 107 best colts and fillies of the season 
of 1920, although it is ]>ossible that one or two 
stars may have been left out, as Billy Kelly was 
two years ago and Man o’ War last year. As a 
general thing the Special draws the best youngsters 
racing. 

The most sportsmanlike of American races be- 
cause it is an affair of the uoininatiug horsemen, 
who put up $.500 apiece for the privilege of nam- 
ing on June 15 of each year three candidates, only 
one of which may start under a single subscrip- 
tion, the S|»eeial has since 1901 been considered 
one of the greatest of Amerienn (wo-year-old races. 
Generally it is run on the second Saturday of the 
Saratoga meeting, wliit-h now. as in the past, takes 
np the entire month of .\iigust. Regularly it 
brings to New York’s most pietures»ine and |M>piilar 
race course thousands of s|>ort loving men and 
women from all parts of this country and Canada. 

The Special attracts the best two-year-olds in 
the stables of the subscribing nominators, who in- 
variably are representatives of the best there is 
in .\meriean sportsmanship, because the subscribers 
are not re<|uired to name their candidates until 
June 15. By that time ever.v trainer has had 
time in which to separate his juvenile chaff from 
the solid grain. Tliere is no six iiHmths ahead 
guessing as to the |)ossibiIities in the youngsters 
named for the Saratoga S|K‘Cial. 

Racing folk will be interested to know that every 
good two-year-old of either sex, barring Careful, 
the sensation of tlie Maryland meetings, shown so 
far is in the Special that will be decided at Sara- 
toga next August. Harry Payne Whitney, who has 
taken three subscriptions, has named Tryster, tli6 
Juvenile and Keene Memorial winner, and Prudery, 
winner of the Fashion and the Rosedale, in separate 
subscriptions. Kirkleviugton and Dinimesdale are 
noniinatioiis of Rieliard T. Wilson, president of 
the Saratoga Association, who has won Specials 
with Campfire and Hannibal, which, like his two- 
year-old stars of the current season, were sons of 
Ulambula. 

The names of the Special nominators an' neces- 
sarily of especial interest to all liorsefolk. Not 
all of them may be in the great Saratoga race, 
but they will be running in other races, and the 
fact that they have ls?en put in a race to enter 
which costs $.500 places them definitely and high 
up in the scale of class. Not nnire than fifteen 
or twenty of the Special uoiniiiutions have started 
so far. Two-year-olds are backward this spring.
